We have had. for Instance, 
the first stroll in Central Park 
(the cinema has omitted to tell 
me that the picee is engagingly 
full of prey rquirrels), We 
have heard the bell-hop on 
baseball, We have breaktasted 
fn the volfev-shop wilh the 
convey or-belt trundling the 
plates ino and out and the man 
behind the counter bawthnag 
down the tube to the kitchen: 
“Scrambled egg on toast, you 
butter itt 

In the fashionable restaurant 
we have heard a walter at table 
after table respond to every 
order: “It's delishus("; af our 
elbow the two smart, middl¢- 
aged women, dicpuling a bill in 
aecents all honey to cnrs traine 
ed in the cinema, have protested: 
“Ah remember cleah'ly, Ah 
gave him foh’ bits.” 

All that is behind us, a little 
treusury of astonished delight 
recognition, correction, Now we 
are on our way to a Broadway 
success; and the luxi-driver has

NOT EXCEPTIONAL 

His lack of knowledge was, 
we found, not exceplional. The 
Mark Hellinger Theatre, the 
Ethel Barrymore, the Cort, the 
Imperial—they might have been 
in Shangri-La, Once a cab 
pulled up near ours, and the 
driver scrambled out and came 
running to ask the way to one 
of New York’s most famous 
theatricn) restaurants: Snardi's. 
Once I had to renounce 
allogether going to o film at 
some obscure cinema; reaching 
the end of the street I had 
asked for (correctly, as 1 after- 
wards confirmed), my driver 
simply gave up trying: 

“Never heard of no movic- 
house round here," he suid. 
Soon we learmed: Be = precise: 
numbers, not names. 

It was a necessary — lesson, 
The stranger, jn order to learn 
the strect-cars and the subways, 
needs time, and I had none to 
spare, spending as I was my 
evenings at the theatre and my 
days mecting New York's in- 
exhaustibly _ hospitable film 
people or visiting New York's 
fecund cinemas. Some of the 
films I saw have reached — this 
country; but then one wants to 
observe not only the film but 
the American spectator; to scc, 
for Instance, the tiny children 
spellbound by the savayerics of 
“Attack,” or listen for com- 
ments on “Moby Dick.” ‘What 
happened,” 9 woman behind me 
asked, sensibly, I thought, “to 
Moby Dick?”

Yet the new filmy could not 
be neglected; “Giant,” every- 
where excitedly discussed, with 
the ecstalle teen-agers stream- 
ing in to see James Dean; “Tea 
and Sympathy," an overs 
sentimentalised plece but un- 
bellevably brave In tackling the 
theme of homosexuality; “Round 
the World In Eighty Days," a 
sorlal story In one instalment, 
exuberant, stirring, — brilllandy 
funny and, oo the huge Todd-AO 
veretn, captivating to waleh—at 
least, one thinks, the American 
cinema hay something heroic 
about it, There Is vigour in 
the old monster, there Ly 
auduelty; there are ideas, And 
there ts acting: from the natural 
falents, from the tralned talents; 
even, now and then, from 
players whom one had always 
suspected of having no talent at 
all. 


MINOR TALENTS 

I realise now that I had been 
led to expect too much of the 
New York stage. For the 
musicals I sew, “My Fair 
Lady,” and “The Most Happy 
Fella,” I have only praise. But 
a revue, “New Faces of '50,” 
wemed to me to rely ¢n one or 
two minor talents and ao lot of 
nolse, "Caton a Hot Tin Roof” 
(familiarly known as “Cat’) I 
thought in itself fantastically 
overratel, and acted, towards 
the end of its run, by a com- 
pany with one exception dis- 
appointingly flat (and, I might 
add in thls connection, under- 
sexed), 

“The Diary of Anne Frank” 
still had its original players: & 
good cast, but not, I should 
have said, a cast to sustain the 
extravagant pralse it has ¢n- 
joyed. And the 
of Susan Strasberg 
interesting though it 1s, struck 
me us less remarkable than the 
performance which, in the film 
“Pienic," first drew my  atten- 
tlon to her. 

American playing in the 
clnema, in fact, seems to me 
better than the American play- 
ing I saw on the stage. Film 
playing may, I know, be the 
creation ag much of a director 
as of on actor (and I saw, while 
1 wos in America, good direc- 
tora making good actors); but 
in the outcome It fs often more 
subtle, more individual, ¢ven 
farther ranging than its theatri- 
cal parallel, Howe surprising 
about that. After all, Laurence
